I am tveld 
that the governor is urging the authorities 
to allow him to furnish another regiment 
wnder the second call instead of recruiting 
men to fill the regiments. already at the 
front. There has beén a number of such 


requests from governors of differont states, 
‘but the tendency of the war department 


officials is against a change. They. helieve 
that the way to get the best results is to 
recruit the présent regiments to their max- 
imum limit, and instructions to that c%fect 
have been issued. My understanding is 
that this will require 760 additional men in 
Georgia. Whether ‘this will admit of an 
additional regiment for Georgia has not 
been determined. - 
He May Go as Colonel. 

While the governor’s friends «ure «urging 
his appointment as general as the best way 
to secure the additional enlistments, I have 
heard it intimated that perhaps if he fails 
to secure such an appointment he may go 


at the head of the Third regiment as cclo-

burned. 

The American squadron was forced 
to withdraw from Philippine waters af- 
ter having suffered serious damage and 
terrible losses. 

A short time afterwards a second en- 
counter took place, in which: the Ameri- 
ean ships .again’ suffered considerable 
damage and terrible losses. 

During this second engagement the 
forts at Cavite opened a much fiercer

QUEEN REGENT SENDS HER THANKS 


In the Chamber of Deputies the Gov- 
ernment Is Congratulated on “the 
Good News from Santiago de 
Cuba’’—The People Are 

Satisfied. ~~, 


Medrid, June 4.—Great enthufasm prevails 
in this city over the Spanish reports of the 
fecent engagement at Santiago de Cuba, 
. Premier Sagasta and Captain Aunon, the 
minister of marine, upon leaving the palace 
efter informing the queen regent of the 
affair, told tlie representatives of the news- 
papers here that the object of the Americans 
was not to force, but to block the entire en- 
trance to the channel. Admiral Cervera, 
they alleged, was aware of the intention of 
the Americans, and ordered part of his 
squadron outside to defend the entrance. 

The official dispatch from Santlago de 
Cuda also said that when the Merrimac 
pank, Admiral Cervera, who was‘on board 
of a Spanish warship near by, entered a 
emall boat and “personally saved the sur- 
vivors, who were swimming in the water.’’ 

The people -in Madrid consider Santiago 
de Cuba impregnable, basing their belief on 
the fact that the defenses of that place 
were constructed by the celebrated artillery 
expert, Ordonez, : | 

The minister of marine, Captain Aunon, 
went to the palace at noon today and read 
to the queen gegent an official dispatch on 
the subject of the recent fight at Santiago 
de Cuba, the text of which is as follows: 


“At 3 o’clock on Friday morning one of 
the enemy’s large cruisers and an auxiliary 
cruiser attempted to force an entrance into 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba. They sur- 
prised the scouts guarding the entrance, but

@ cruiser Reina Mercedes, a battery from 
the Reina Mercedes which had been placed 
in the Socapa fort, a torpedo boat destroyer

*The American cruiser, the Merrimac, was 
sunk by our vessels and torpedoes, and the 
large American cruiser was repulsed at the 
entrance to the channel.

The queen regent, it is announced here, 
has ordered that a message of congratula- 
tion be telegraphed to the “defenders of 
Santiago de Cuba.” ; 

The minister of marine later in the day 
gaid the wreck of the Merrimac would not 
interfere with the navigation at the en- 
trance of the harbor, and he added that the 
coal on board the Merrimac can be recov- 
ered and used by the Spaniards. 

In the chamber of deputies today Senor 
Bilvela, the conservative leader, congratu- 
lated the government on the “good Bews 
from Santiago de Cuba,” and Senor Sal- 
monon, the republican leader, proposed that 
the congratulations of the house be sent to 
the Spanish naval and military leaders in 
Cuba. The motion was carried.

ticularly from the Spanish authorities at 
Madrid. 

The advices received were independent of 
those by the Associated Press dispatch 
boat via Kingston, but they bore out the 
dispatches and gave additional details. 
They show that the French cable, from 
Santiago to Hayti, was interrupted at 6:30 
last night, and no messages have passed 
over that line since then. Word has not yet 
come as to the interruption of the two: 
British cables, leaving ‘Ouba by way of 
Jamaica, but General Greely .ig satisfied 
that these have also been/cut. He confer- 
red with Acting Sécretary Allen at noon 
today and the two exchanged congratula- 
tions on the indications that this much de- 
sired purpose of isolating Blanco had been 
accomplished at last.

It was equipped with the latest devices for 
étappling cables, and Was as complete in 
its outfit as the cable ships used by the 
cable companies. Ghe arrived at Key West 
the latter part of last week, and on last 
‘Sunday morning the expedition started 
from Key West, the gunboat Dolphin act- 
Ing as convoy. The trip to the east end of 
Cuba took a day or two, and the actual 
work of grappling the for the cables be- 
gan about last Tuesday. Within four days 
the work has been accomplished, 

The promptness with which this has been 
done is regarded as a tribute to the skill] 
and expert knowledge of Colonel] Allen and 
Captain Hellen. .

CABRRANZA MUST LEAVE CANADA 


Letter Secured by Secret Service Shows 


He Is Managing Spies. 

Washington, June 4.—Chief Wilkie, of 
the United States treasury secret service, 
today made public a letter which was re- 
cently written by Mr. Carranza, formesly 
Naval attache of the Spanish legation in 
Washington, now In Montreal, to a party in 
the Spafitsh ministry of marine at Madrid, 
and secured by Mr. Wilkie’s operatives and 
brought to Washington. 

The officials here do not know who Senor 
Imay, to whom the letter is addressed, is, 
but believe him to be a high official. The 
letter was received here about one week 
ago, but for public reasons it has been 
withheld ‘until today. Copies this morning 
were furnished to the president and the 
secretary of the treasury and the secretiry 
of state and it is altogether probable that 
action will be immediately taken to secure 
the instant departure of the Spanish con- 
tingent from Canadian soi). 

The letter is of the most gensational 
character and discloses the very elaborate 
system of spies which has been conducted 
in this country in the interest of Spain. 
Since their departure from the city Chief 
Wilkie’s agents have been fully cognizant 
of every move of the Spaniards and “or 
the last several weeks he has had agents 
employed in the homes where they lodged 
and nothing of intéfest has apparently 
escaped their vigilance. 

The letter was secured by an operative 
who called at the house in the capacity of 
a health officer while Mr. Carranza was 
at dinner, The letfer was found on his 
table addressed for mailing. It was hand- 
ed by this man to another in waiting and 
he to a third, who instantly started with 
it for Washington.

HE HAS HIS COMPANY READY.

The German government acuteiy feels 
the anomalous position which has been 
created by the fact that, while the govern- 
ment and the inspired press earnestly de- 
sire an unbroken «continuance of the 
friendship from the United States, 98 per 
cent of the newspapers and the people in- 
sist in ventilating their spleen against the 
government and the people of Amer.ca, 

A question which has been repeatéd'y and 
seriously discussed in government circles 
here is whether something could not he 
done to stop the persistent anti-American 
newspaper campaign, as it is highiy in- 
jurious to national interest. But no- law 
has been found which is appiicable to the 
case. In the meanwhile the German news- 
papers continue to display news unfavor- 
able to the United States. most of which is 
without truth. The alleged recent Spahish 
victory at Santiago de Cuba has been en- 
larged upon with accompanying comments 
affirming its truth.

As a result 
he and his three cadets were assigned for 
service on Admiral Sampson's flagship. It 
was the prevailing expression at the de- 
partment tonight that Hobson was just 
the character to take the lead in such a 
hazardous feat as that of sinking the Mer- 
rimae. It is presumed that Admiral Sampson 
chose him from among many volunteers,

Hobson was -born Alugust 17, 1870, at 


Greensboro, Hale county, Alabama, where

he also graduated from the Southern unl- 


versity at the head of his class. He was | 


appointed to the naval academy in competi- 
tive examination in May, 1885, and although 
the youngest man of the class, graduated 
at its head in 1889. His first cruise to 
Brazil was when the flag of the new Bra- 
ziliian republic was recognized. He was 
ordered to a special course abroad, spend- 
ing one year at the national school of 
mines at Paris and two years at the school 
of maritime science in the same city. The 
surnmer vacation was spent in French ship 
yards. He received diplomas from the 
French school for distinction in naval con- 
struction and design, both of hulls and of 
engines. He also spent some time in the 
English shipyards. He was assigned to du- 
ty at the navy department in 1894, in the 
office of naval intelligence, bureau of con- 
struction and répair. While on this duty 
he wrote a report on his observations 
abroad, also a report on disappearing guns 
afloat, which was discussed by naval ex- 
perts on both sides of the waters. 

In 18% he was on duty at the New York 
navy yard as assistant to the naval con- 
struttor. He inspected the yacht Defender, 
and made an interesting. report on that 
prize craft. Later he joined Admiral] Bunce 
on the flagship New York. As a result of 
this service he inaugurated the new sys- 
tem of giving sea duty to naval construc- 
tors. He proposed, organized and conduct: 
ed the post graduate course at the naval 
academy, fixing the special course at 
three years for officers desiring the high 
attainments in naval] science. April I7th 
last, he was assigned te duty as construc-

His Pen Attractei Attention. 

Mr. Hobson: is the author of a political, 
naval military paper on “The Situation 
and Outlook in Europe,” which has receiv- 
ed considerable attention abroad. During 
the China-Japan war he was selected as 
the American nayal observer, but his se- 
lection was revoked owing to the opposi- 
tion of line officers to those,in the con- 
struction service.

'HE SUMS UP ALL OF THE ISSUES OF THE GH 


Fires Hot Shot Into the Combine Candidates, Showing Them Up In Thelr True 
Colos—He Set Hls Audlence Cheering Time and Again—Great 
Enthusiasm In the Meeting—The Plow Boy is Sure 
To Cary Fulton County, 


Just as he opened his campaign in Rome two months ago Colonel Allen D. 
Candler closed it in this city last night—in a manly, straightforward, honest and 
wholly democratic speech to a magnificent audience of democrats. When he opened 
in Rome it was with the knowledge that he had to face a battle in which two men 
Were to contend with one. When he closed in Atlanta he faced only a hotly- 
contested field on which his victorious flag was already flying. But in danger in 
the beginning and in triumph in the end he was the same—the same little grizzled. 
faced veteran with the cheery smile, with the unylelding confidence in the 
righteousness of his cause; with the rugged speech of the plain people from 
whom he sprung; with the eloquence of an honest heart, and with the force, 
the simplicity, the common sense and the truthfulness of the good old-fashioned 
democracy of Georgia which he so well typifies and represents. 

To one who heard him in the beginning and who has followed him to the end 

| there was ample evidence last night that the only one reasonable objection 
which has ever been offered to Colonel Candler’s nomination had—like those 
which lacked reason—been done away ‘with. It was said when he took the stump 
.in his own behalf that he lacked the physical endurance ta make the fight required 
of him, and on the day that Be retired from the office of secretary of state there 
was that in his appearance which alarmed his friends. In attending to his official 
duties and in managing his owr@preliminary campaign . he had. been doing the 
work of two busy men every day for many weeks and he was worn out. But when 
he stepped upon the platform last night with his springy step and his erect car- 


riage he was a perfect picture of the soldier to whom war gives strength and 
work gives muscle. He showed that he (#ad@ enough fight for a score of hotier 
campaigns than this one left in him yet, and but for his ttred voice no hearer 
could ever have told that he had been constantly in the field for more than two 
months. } 


A Magnificent Audience. 


No candidate for any office could have asked for a more auspictous occasion 
on which to celebrate the eve of a hard-won victory. The ‘ tabernacle was filled 
with a thoroughly representative crowd of Atlantians, and there were many pres- 
eat from the surrounding country. The stage and the supporting pillars which 

Surround Jt at the far end of the big auditorium were tastefully and elaborately 
decorated in the national colors and strings of, red, white and blue bunting were 
hung along all four sides. The Fifth regiment band in the rear of the platform 
played patriotic music while the crowd was gathering and several marching clubs 
came swinging in through the dor singing martial hymns. 

On the stage were many prominent citizens from this and other cities and 
they formed genial little conversational groups while they awaited the arrival of 
the candidate. Among them were Colonel N. J. Hammond, Hon. Evan P. Howell, 
Judge John 8. Candler, Hon. Clark Howell, Dr. McDonald, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, Hon, F. G. duBignon, Colonel ‘Lowndes Calhoun and Messrs. B. M. 
Blackburn, Banjamin. Conyers, Donald M. Bain, T. B. Neal, Ed Brown, W. J. Mal- 
lard, George Bell, HowetI C. Erwin, William H. Black, I. 8. Mitchell, Howard M.

Col. Hammond's Tribute. ° 


The entrance of Colonel Candler and his party brought the audience to its 
feet with tremendous cheers, and the band played ‘“‘Hail to the Chief’’ with ivst 
as much energy as though their melody couid be heard above the riot of ‘uuman 
voices. Once on the platform the colonel was kept bowing to the crowd for t¥o 
or three minutes before they would permit:him to take his seat, and even then 
there was disorder for several m.nutes more, President Dodd, of the Young Men’s 
Candler Club of Atlanta, under the auspices of which organization. the meeting 
was held, had a little difficulty in quieting the people down when he came for- 
ward to open the proceedings, Lut they stopped lomg enough to listen to him 
while he, in a few graceful words, presented Colonel N. J. Hammond, the well- 
known attorney, former member of congress and president of the board cf trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia, as the permanent chairman of the evening, 

A most flattering round of applause greeted Colonel Hammond as he stepped 
to the front and it rippled ail z!ong through his short, forcible and eloquent ad- 
dress. The colonel said that there were three candidates. in the field for the office 
of governor of the great state cf Georgia, and that it was his proud }:rivilege 
to present the one best fitted for the place. He spoke of Colonel Candler as a man 
with a long record that proved his fidelity to the people and one whose valuable ¢x- 
perience in pubiic life made it possible for him to appreciate the needs alike of the 
citizens of south Georgia and of north Georgia, of east Georgia and of west Georgia, 
He thought that nothing could more fittingly follow the celebration of the birth- 
day of Jefferson Davis than such a meeting as had honored him with election to 
the chair, because it was very possible that this would be the iast opportunity 
that the people of Georgia would have to nominate for governor a gallant veteran 
of the confederate army. 


Campaign Lies Nailed. 


The cheers from a thousand t)l.roats were still shaking the building at this sug- 
gestion wheh Colonel Candler c:me forward in response to Cdéionel Ham-nond’s 
invitation afid stood at the front of the platform, waiting for the confusion to die 
away. He wore the same black ssck coat and wrinkled trousers that he had on 
when he began his campaign ig Rome, but lomg travels and hard usage hai added 
many new wrinkles. He had tne same gestures, the same expression, the same air 
of solid‘ty and earnestness, and to those who had heard him in the beginning tuere 
must have come at the outset the thought of the wonderful comsistency cf the 
man. He seemed to have driven his plewshare into the earth with all his 
strength and to have pushed ‘t ;head in a political furrow as straight and tiue as 
a shot from one of Admiral Dewey’s guns. 

He told his audience plainly, simply and truthfully the story of how !.e came 
to be a candidate at the solicitation of his friends. He told them how he nad rre 
pared his platform, which declared in favor of keeping the tax rate down, of hon- 
est elections, of improved school facilities, of clean politics and a score of cther 
reforms equally conspicuous. He told how his platform ‘had aroused the :ntense 
opposition of the political ring which claimed to hold a mortgage upon the offices 
of the state and how the ring had _ succeeded in bringing out 
two candidates in opposition to him. ‘Then he briefly reviewed 
the campaign, explaining in some detail the efforts of the epposition 
which, finding that his own record w1s clean, had endeavored to manufacture 2 bad 
record for him. .With wonderful suecinctness and force, he drove a nail into every 
campaign lie that has been uttered up to date, and as he passed. from one to an- 
other his audience followed him with resounding cheers. Sometimes he would 
throw in a story or two to emphasize his point and then the cheers ‘vers mixed 
with laughter long and joud. ‘ 

As to Railroad Influence. . 


Capturing the interest and attention of his audience thus early In his speech, 
the colonel plunged directly into a discussion of tthe real issues of the campaign, 
and as he progressed the enthusiasm of his hearers grew apace... He made no at- 
tempt at any new argument. He said that he had stated as clearly as he knew 
how to at the outset what his candidacy stood for, and that he had no desire to 
change a plank or a splinter of his platform. The.charge that he was the candi- 
date of the corporations and the railroads, he said, was being made on the grounds 
that Messrs. Brown and duBignon favored his election,and the crowd went wild with 
hilarity when it became known that there was then in the house personal letters 
from Senator Berner pleading most pathetically that both Mr. duBignon and Mr. 

_ Brown help him in his race for governor. Oth@r eleventh-hour canards from the 
game source vere exploded, too, but they ere not worth while repeating outside 
of the speech, which follows. 

When the colonel concluded with a ringing and eloquent plea for party har- 
mony and a return to the honest party methods of the old-time Georgia democracy 
the audience stood up—every man and woman in it—and cheered and _ cheered 


again and again. Then they broke for the stage, climbing over chairs and benches

Colonel Hammond’s Introduction. 


Mr. Phil Dodd, president of the Fulton 
*county Candler club, presided over the 
meeting. He presented Colonel N. J. Ham- 
mond with the announcement that the 
latter would introduce the next governor 
of Georgia. This was greeted with ap- 
plause. ° 

_ Colonel Hammond had a cordial recep- 
tion when he rose. He said that in pre- 
senting Colonel Candler, hig auditors, like 
himself, who had been laboring all the 
week, woplda have the pleasure of hearing 
a good sfeech from the next governor of 
the state before taking their Sunday rest. 

There are three candidates for the dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial nomination, he re- 
marked. One was present. The other are 
> gentlemen of learning and respectability, 
but his friend Candler was the best fitted 
of the three for the position. Colone}] Ham- 
mond hastily sketched Colonel Candler’s 
career, stating that he was born in Lump- 
kin county, Georgia, in 1834, and was edu- 
cate@d at Mercer béfore it became a. city 
university. 

“He knows Georgia from one end to the 
ether and he is in full sympathy with its 
people and their thought and wants.”’ 

Colonel Hammond

Alluding to Colonel Candler’s serv:ce in 
the national congress, Colonel Hammond, 
who was a member of the House at the 
same time, said that although 
the members may have served. their state 
more ccnspicuously, none served it more 
faithfully than Allen D, Candler. Colonel 
Canéler’s leadership of the democracy’ in 
the ninth against independentism was 
touched upon eloquently and the reference 
was cheered. His victory in that cam- 
paign was due to the fact that Allen Cand- 
ler was one of the people, having been 
brought up among them and understanding 
them. 

“When he is elected governor you .will 
find him thoroughly competent, thoroughly 
equipped and serving with heart and soul 
your best interests. He is my _ personal 
fend and my choice for governor.” 


Colonel Candler Cheered. 


Colonel Hammond was cheered as he 
took his seat, and when Colonel Candler 
rose to speak, the applause broke out 
afresh. * : 

The candidate hag never been heard by 
many of h’'s audience. Perhaps many of 
his auditors had never seen him to know 
him before. With his first words the au- 
dience became perfectly attentive: 

“In this, the lest scene,’’ he began, ‘“‘in 
the campaign for the democratic. nomina- 
tion for zovernor of Georgia, [ trust I will 
be indulged in a little retrospection. Before 
procecdirg I want to trank my old friend 
and colleague for his king remarks. [I ap- 
preciate them very much indeed, and €s- 
pecially because I know him to be a sincere 
man.”’ * 

With this, Colonel Candler took up his 
candidacy and the campaign in general 
with the questions and issues involved. 
He said that it was a remarkable cam- 
paign. It was remarkabie in that there were 
three democrats contesting before the 
people for the nomination. In the older 
and betier days this was unknown, and he 
askeq the pardon of his hearers for ex- 
pressing the opinion that it was unfor- 
tunate for the party that there has been 
such a contest within its ranks. 

“However, I was not responsible for it,” 
he continued. “I am not a self-constitutod 
candidete for govertior. I have no taste 
for partisan turmoil. When I was first 
approached and for a long time thereafter 
when I was asked to be a candidate, I re- 
plied that I was not a candidate for gov- 
ernor and I hoped that I would not be. 
This was not because I did not apprectate 
the honor of occupying the gubernatorial 
chair end presiding over the affairs of ths 
great state, but I preferred peace to dis- 
tinction if it had to be obtained by a po- 
litical struggle. I preferred to die in ob- 
scurity to being governor at the expense 
of a bitter campaign.

platform, as outlined in his letter to his 
Clarke county friends who urged him to 
become a candidate. First of all his 
planks was the one that he was a demo- 
erat. Then he announced hig belief in local 
self-government, the faith of Jefferson, 
Jackson, and all the lights of the demo- 
cratic party down to the time of Howell 
Cobb, Herschel V. Johnson and Alexander 
Stephens. 

Another of his principles was that the 
military power should be subservient to 
the civil. 

He held further that tthe federal govern- 
ment had no right to tax its citizens ex- 
cept for the purpose of raising sufficient 
money to maintain itself, : 

He was opposed to special privileges to 
any one. This sentiment started the ap- 
plause again. 

AddreSsing himself tg local affairs, Colo- 
nel Candler stated his position in regard to 
cerporations. This was that they should 
have the same protection which was af- 
forded in the courts to a natural person, 
but no more and no’ leas, 

When he said tthat the “leaks ought to 
be stopped,’’ his hearéefs expressed their 
approval by a storm of applause. 

“I never said that if I were elected gov- 
ernor I would reduce the taxes of the 
people. I was hot fool enough to say that. 
But I would use my influence and whatever 
power by veto or otherwise to keep down 
the expenses of. the government. Taxes 
have been more than doubled in fifteen 
years. In 1883 the tax was 25 cents on $100; 
in 1898-it is 62 cents. In 1883 two pounds of 
cotton would pay the taxes on $100 of prop- 
erty; now it takes twelve pounds.’’ This 
was a forcible way of illustrating the ad- 
vance in the rate of taxation, and the 
audience seemed to store that illustration 
away for future reference. 


Mexican Bull Fighters. 


The speaker said that he was in favor 
of clean politics and fair methods. Then 
he had something to say about the manner 
in which his opponents entered the race. 
Every one who had been talked of for the 
position had declined to enter or Lad with- 
drawn, when suddenly there came a meet- 
ing of politicians from all over Georgia in 
Atlanta. They he'd caucuses, and in those 
caucuses were ring politicians, Mexican 
bull fighters (laughter), and Newnan ’pos- 
sum eaiters. (Cries of “Hit ’em again.’’)

Among the charges which have been 
brought against Colonel Candler is one that 
he voted once for some usury law. He re- 
plied that he was never the friend of a 
Shylock. “I have never been a money 
lender. Unfortunately for me, I have been 
a borrower. But if I had to be shot I 
don’t remember all the provisions of that 
bill; but whatever they were, the record of 
the vote shows that voting with me on it 
were such men as Henry McDaniel, after- 
wards governor of the state; the present 
Justice Lumpkin, of the state supreme 
court; Rufus E. Lester, then president of 
the sengte and now congressman from the 
first district. If I was wrong in that vote, 
I had good company, and they all made 
the same mistake, and ‘their constituents 
never brought up that vote against them. 

“Aamit ‘that my opponents are right in 
charging that I did vote wrong that time, 
it ithe only vote in ail my record of fifteen 
years in the legislature and congress which 
they do attack. That is pretty good, don't 
you think?’

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Paper Goes Into Detail as to Manner 
of Daily Life To Be Adopted by 
the Sol ier After He Reaches 
Cuba—To Be Closely 
Observed.

Tampa, Fla., June 4—The Fifth army 
corps is now complete. Lieutenant Colonel 
B. F. Pope, chief surgeon of the corps, 
has prepared a complete set of instructions 
in regard to the preservation of the health 
of soldiers during the campaign In’ Cuba. 
The rules have been printed and every 
soldier has been furnished with a copy 
with instructions to”study them carefully. 
The rutes read as follows: 


“The body adopts itself readily to changes 
of climate. You do not require any special 
preparation for the climate of Cuoa. ou 
sheouid meet the heat in the same -way tnat 
you do in the summer season ovo: the 
north, 

“Avoid, therefore, the use.of medicines 
that are recommended to protect the body 
against the action of climate. ‘he danger 
in the tropics doves not come from tne di- 
rect action of the ¢limate. Danger is due 
to the presence, if some districts of the 
warm cuuntries, of the microves of certain 
diseases. ‘ihe chief measures for the pre- 
vention of these diseases will be instituted 
by your commanding officers. There are 
no medicines thawwill protect us from these 
diseases. Do not take quinine regularly 
when your health is good. Do not take 
purgatives when the bowels are regular. 

“Drink boiled water when you cannot 
€€t natural spring water. Stagnant sur- 
face water is specially dangerous. If pos- 
Sible drink water only at meal time. The 
fruits of the country are wholesome when 
eaten ‘(n season. Avoid unripe and unsound 
fruits. Peel all fruits gefore eating. Use 
as little alcoholic beverages as possible. 
The-clothing should’ be light and loose. 
When ; it. @e@ rain, remove it for 

, i briskly with a wet 
AJso if exposed 10 
-Og freely put on 


“When your feet: wet rub them dry 
and put on ~ S0eRx™even if you cunnot 
change your shbdes. Protéct yourself from 
mosquitoes by gloves and nets. Bathe 
your whole body morning and evening, if 
you ean, byt do: not\swim in the heat of 
the day except under shade, Sleep in dry 
clothing only. Otherwise keep awake and 
move about. The haaith of the command 
will denend to a gmeat extent upon the 
strict observance of orders not to commu- 
nicate with ‘suspected persons or p!aces. 
Report all sickness to a medical officer at 
once.’’

The New York banks, cOmarary to all ex- 
pectations, seem to have found use for all 
the money they received from _ various 
sources last week.

ings of $1,454,900. Naturally. such a result 
tends to place the money market on a firm- 
er basis, although excess cash ameunting 
to more than $52,000,000 in hank vaults here, 
there is little likelihood thai rates vill at- 
tain a higher level. 
of $11,890,900 in loans ‘is an -zencouraging 
feature. The increase in cash was smaller 
than conditions supposedly called for. and 
deductng the gain of $3,000,000 in specie and 
legals which ome bank made, the -state- 
ment shows that the remaining sixty-feur 
panks have $1,000,000 more cash or hand 
than reported at the close of ihe previous 
week. The banks are rapidly regaining the 
h‘gh a oe attained. previous to the open- 
ing of March.

DeLeon, tho. ex-editor-in-chief, says he left 
the paper two weeks ago, because circum- 
stances made it practical for him to- go. 
He did not know anything about the finan- 
cia] condition of the paper as he owned.no 
stock and’ was merely its paid editor. He 
entered into the editorship of the paper 
Bix weeks ago under the brightest pros- 
pectg. Ths paper at that time had over 
12,000 subscribers and everything pointed 
to its continued success. There was no 
change of policy, but the paper seemed to 
have lost its spiciness and its weekly audi- 
ence grew less.

The Campaign Closes. 

The contest for the gubernatorial nom- 
ination closed last night, and nothing re- 
mains to be done by the campaigners. 
Tomorrow the people have an oppo:tun- 
ity to register their choice, and the pros- 
pect is that a very large vote will be 
polied. Various events and happenings 
have combined to give the people gen- 
erally a very keen interest io the result, 
and we think they will seize on the oc- 
casion not only to declare their choice 
for governor, but to express their opinion, 
in an indirect way, on some of the 
methcds that have been.resorted to by 
the politicians. 

The campaign, indeed, has been a very 
remarkable one. It has brought to the 
front some very queer developments. Our 
readers will remember that when the 
people and the newspapers began to speak 
of Colone! Candler as a possible candidate 
for governor there could not be heard in 
any quarter a note of dissent. The opin- 
fon that he should become a candidate 
was practically unanimous. Asa result, 
great pressure was brought to bear on 
Gandier to induce him to announce him- 
self as a candidate. Men in nublic and 
in ‘private life wrote him tters asking 
him to become a candidate; newspaper 
reporters besieged his office begging for 
a cue to his possible action; but to cach 
and all, to gréat and small, he made the 
Same reply—that he was not a candidate. 
that he had not considered the matter at 
all, and that he would not be a candidate 
unless he could be convinced that the 
people at large desired to make him. gov- 
ernor. : 

Nevertheless, the pressure continued 
and grew stronger and more importu- 
nate, until, finally, Colonel Candler felt 
it to be his duty to make some sort of 
response. Before doing so, he wrote let- 
ters to various parts of the state, by 
means of which he discovered that there 
had been no exaggeration of the nature 
and extent of the desire on the part of 
the people to make him governor. Fee!- 
ing that this desire was in the nature of 
a demand, and Deing ready now, as ever, 
to serve the people in any capacity for 
which his ability and experience fitted 
him, whether in peace or war, he wrote 
a letter in which he indicated his will- 
ingness to be a. candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 

In that letter, which was a plain, old- 
fashioned document, Colonel Candler re- 
ferred to certain methods that had been 
employed in other campaigns, and de- 
nounced, with a bDiluntness that seems to 
ba peculiar to honest and sincere men, 


all schemes, plans and inventions intend- 


ed to defeat the will of the people or 
prevent a full and fair election. Other 
democrats have done the same thing. In 
fact, the democratic party of the state. 
to prevent manipulation and unfair 
methods, has changed its Whole plan of 
holding primaries. It has put an end’to 
mass meetings, so-called, and has re- 
ferred everything directly to the people 
themselves. 

But, strange to relate, no sooner was 
Colonel Candler’s letter made public than 
there was quite an uproar among 
the politicians. “We, Us & Com- 
pany” made a loud protest. ‘“La- 
dies and gentlemen, friends and 
fellow citizens, men and brethren,-sgee 
what the man has done! He has at- 
tacked the state administration! | We 
were for him, but how can ‘we support a 
man who denounces us? We must have 
candidates of our own.” Nee 

This was the excuse for opposition to 
Candler. “We, Us & Company” had 
been hunting high and low for a peg to 
hang opposition on, and they found it 
in this letter. In the happy confusion 
and glee of the moment, “We, Us & Com- 
pany” had no time to pause and consider 
the real meaning of their protest against 
Candler’s denunciation wf political dis- 
honesty and unfair’‘election methods. But 
they had time after awhile. 

The people, who are shrewder than the 
politicians, began to put their heads to- 
gether and compare Candler’s letter with 
the protests against it. Pretty scon the 
politicians had some very interesting 
questions hurled at them. Why was it

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| to answer the questions, but they kept 


up a mumbling about the “unfortunate 
letter;”’ and just as soon as they could 
do so without attracting too much atten- 
tion, they tucked their criticisms under 
the bed. 

They would have been glad to tuck 
their combination of candidates under 
the bed, too, but it was too late for that. 
Consequently, the people have been wit- 
nesses to the most remarkable campaign 
in some respécts that ever occurred in 
Georgia—a campaign in which a com- 
bination of candidates has devoted itself, 
not to demonstrating its own fitness for 
the high office of governor, but to sap- 
ping and mining for “We, Us & Com- 
pany.’ Nobody knows what issues and 
principles the Spencer-and-Bob combina. 
tion represents. It is said one supported 
the Ocala platform and we know that 
the other was violently oppcsed to plac- 
mg a free coinage declaration in the 
state democratic platform of 1894, but 
just what their campaign represents—be- 
yond the personal and political interests 
of “We, Us & Company’’—nobody had 
found out up to last night.

Another Brave Exploit. 

While the information which has come 
to hand concerning the destruction 
of the superannuated collier Merrimac 
in the harbor of Santiago de Cuba 
is extremely meager, yet enough is 


circumstances surrounding the affair are 
fraught with increased honor to the flag. 

Everything tends to show that the 
purpose for which the vessel was dis- 
patched into the hidden perils of the 
harbor was to test the effectiveness 06% 
the mines which it was supposed to con- 
tain. With the almost certain prospect 
of death which the expedition heid out 
to the eight brave men who constituted 
the crew of the vessel, it scems like the 
sheerest recklessness that anything so 
foolhardy should have been attempied; 
but the necessities of the situation were 
such that it was esesntial that some 
member of the squadron shonld venture 
into the dange:ous waters of the harbor 
in order to obtain the information so 
vital to the subsequent operations of the 
squadron. For this purpose the vessel 
which now lies upon the bottom of the 
harbor, riven by explosives, was selected. 
While fate overtook the vessel in the 
manner indicated, it seems that every 
member of its crew escaped; and though 
instantly made -prisoners of war. it is 
not likely they will be fonlly dealt with 
by the Spaniards. Fearful of the con- 
sequences which might follow. it is prob- 
able that the Spaniards will securely 
keen them onder guard until the onper- 
tnnity for exchanging them presents it- 
self, 

What adds to the significance of ths 
affair is that the eight men who consti- 
tited the crew of the unhappy vesse: 
were not draftel Into service. On the 
contrary, thev volunteered out of the 
courage of their own heafts to undestake 
the perilous exredition, realizing fhat 
thev might never again return to their 
comrades. Uneerr ‘the cfrevmstarces, 
these men areecrch entitled to the wreath 
of heroism. With charocterictic gelf- 
eacrifice they have illustrated the tredi- 
tions of the Amerieen navy, and they 
decerve fhe wvnstinted gratitude of the 
American. people. 


Our Mineral Wealth. 

The enormous mineral weailto of the 
United States is strikingly set forth in 
the interesting publication whica Mr. 
Richard P. Rothwell, editor of The En- 
gineering and ‘Mining Journal, has re- 
cently compiled, showing the total out- 
put for the past calendar year. This 
total output foots up in value tae im- 
mense suni of $746,220,982. | 

In comparison with the figures for the 
preceding year, there appears to be net 
gains to the extent of $8,272,221 in the 
figures for the past year. 

The aluminum product for the past 
year aggregated nearly four times the 
amount mined in. 1896. The valve of 
the product is not given, but its quantity 
reached the handsome bulk of 4,000,000 
pounds. 

With respect to the gold product, there 
were 2,864,576 cunces of the yellow me-- 
al mined in 1897, against 2,558,433 ounces 
mined in 1896. In value, last year’s 
gold product aggregated $59,210,795. O¢ 
thts amount Colorado, which is now .the 
largest gold-producing state in the union, 
furnished $19,679,637. In 1897, there 
were 66,457,292 ources of silver mined, 
against 58,488,810 ounces mined in 1896. 
Last year’s silver product aggregated ia 
value $33,755,815. 


Of iron ore, there were 38,316,967 tons

being given. In like manner the output 
of nickel increased from 17,170 tons in 
1896, to 33,700 in 1897. Of zine, there were 
100,387 tons produced in 1897, against 
77,637 tons produced in 1896. Of anti- 
mony, there were 1,500,000 pounds pro- 
duced in 1897, agaInst 1,226,000 pounds 
produced in 1896. Of copper, there were 
610,190,714 pounds produced in 1897, 
against 479,406,183 pounds produced in 
1896. 

Without going too much into detail, 
we notice that the total output of coal 
for 1897 aggregated 200,259,243 tons, 
agninst 187,657,250 tons for 1896. Of 
coke, there were 12,742,340 tons producea 
in 1897, to 10,360,015 tons preduced in 
1886. Mr. Rothwell states that the min- 
eral output of the United States for the 
past few years has surpassed the com- 
bined mineral output of the whole of 
continental Europe.

The publication of 
Colonel Candler’s war record made the lat- 
ter appear a trifle unwieldy, and the two 
former bacame impossitiie of repetition 
for weasons that are too obvious to men- 
tion. But he never ceased to hammer the 
corporations and to draw graphic pictures 
of the terrible plot they were hatching to 
keep him from being governor in order 
that they could continue their agreeable 
practice of robbing the state. 

In place of these necessary omissions he 
filled out his speech with direct abuse and 
covert insinuation directed at Colonel Can- 
dlier, always accompany his remarks with 
the expressed assurance that he did it with 
no feeling of malice toward his distin- 
guished opponent, I have Known him to 
spend a quarter of an hour telling his 
how clean a campaign he was 
making, how little mud had ever been 
thrown by him, and then to devote two 
hours to rehashing all the. vile slanders 
and open-faced fabrications concerning 
Colonel Candler which ingenuity in certain 
directions had scattgred broadcast through- 
out the state. I have heard him catalogue 
all these reports, and when stories had been

told which went to make the colonel out a¥y 


blasphemer, a liar, a railroad president, a 
barroom keeper, a professional politician, 
an atheist, a usurer and the candidate of 
the corporations, I have seen him lift his 
hand to heaven and call upon God not to 
permit such a man to soil the office of the 
chief executive. 


This may be the senator's idea of a clean 
campaign, or it may be that he honestly 
believes Colonel Candler is the sort of man 
to make out. With that I have 
nothing to do. But I dowbt very much if 
Mr. Berner’s frequent and reck§ess peti- 
tions to the Deity—considered entirely out- 
side of the question of good taste—do him 
a bit of good in a political speech.

Imes of nationality, however, are 
as strict and rigid as those of any of the 
mother. countries. Each has its separate 
government controked by cables from Eu- 
rope like puppets at the end of a string, 
each has its own army with the mother 
country’s uniforms and regulations; each 
has its own svhool system and re- 
ligion, ‘ard each has a national currency 
that is vastly confusing to us as we go 
down the line. Each, too, has its own 
revolutions, but these have ceased to be in 
any way distinctive. It is the money that 
bothers the traveler most. French paper 
money at Martinique is worth only what 
you can get for it, Haytien 
silver is worth 36 1-3 cents on the dollar; 
Danish notes are about 5 per cent below 
par, and Spanish gold is taken in intrinsic 
value only. In the end you accumulate 
all kinds of money and unless you are anh 
expert mathematician, your only method 
in making purchases is to hold out an as- 
sorted handful and permit the shopkeeper 
to heip himself. 


Coaling at St. Thomas. 

A’s a whole, the native population is lazy, 
inclined to rebellion as an excuse ior rot 
going to work and given to making money 
in the easiest possible fashion. Frequent 
rebellions have led to the killing cff of 
many of the men and the femaie majcrity 
is tremendous. It also bears most of the 
burdens. When we put into St. Thomas 
for coal we were tied to the end of a wharf 
that ran far out into the harbor, and I 
wondered how they were going to convey 
the fuel to us, as } measured the distance 
with my eye. Presently a long gray proces 
sion started out from the yards on shore, 
and as the front of it grew nearer I saw 
that it was composed of women carrying 
baskets on their heads. 

TMey were of all ages, shapes und sires 
and they formed an indies chain which 
moved slowly but surely, bringing cut full 
baskets and taking back empty .cnes, so 
that there was a constant stream <f coal 
flowing into our bunkers, They were black 
natives, with flat noses, expressionless 
faces and the legs, arms and muscles of 
men. Jn the hundreds that pase:d us we 
did not see a womanly curve or ncte a 
Their ser- 
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The 
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vice_of slavery had-hardened- them untii 
their sex had disappeared, and they smoked 
Pipes, drank rum and chewed tohacco free- 
ly. They are paid @ eents for eight hours’ 
work on week days and $1.20 a day when 
they are required in case of emergency to 
coal vessels on Sundays or church holidays. 
With it they support their husbands and 
their children and—because I heard them 
singing on their way to and from the wharf 
to the city—they are happy in their lot. 

We have never been able to mak Any 
lengthy trips inland, because wea do not 
dare go very far awsy ‘rom the vacht, 
but we were able to enjoy several horse- 
hack expeditions while coaling at different 
peints. The interior of the islands, how- 
ever, is a monotoneus stretch of vncultl- 
vated hills, the roads are wretched and one 
sees but few people. Occasionally we ran 
across the ruins of what had once bern ¢ 
magnificent sugar plantation, but it is en- 
livened now only by stupid eved ani fony 
eattle, Sugar ceased to be a profita»le }.ro- 
duction hére many years azo, but when 
it could be raised with profit the islands 
were dottcd with the homes of wealthy 
planters who lived like kings and whose 
memory now cniy serves to accentuate 
the loveliness of the gray walls and the 
graves they left behind. 

The Board. 

While on the yacht we smoke and write 
and play cards and eat and sing and sleep 
and swear at the goat and take pictures 
and play checkers and write again. At 
first we had no routine and everybody 
followed his qwn inclinations, but_it soon 
became apparent that some discipline was 
necessary. Then we organized a night 
watch of one hour and a half for each of 
us, and we ‘have followed it up since with 
Qnly oecasicnal lapses.

We all have winches- 
ters and side arms; and continual practice 
has made us tolerably .efficient in using 
them. So long as the fleet is with us and 
we are surrounded by that wonderful] and 
invincible wall of steel we do not have 
the slightest apprehension, but when we 
leave it to run two or three hundred miles 
into with dispatches: all by our- 
Selves we take a risk that warrants us 
in stacking our guns on deck 
taining a triple lookout. For the 
consuls at all the places we have 
have advised Captain Genera] Macias, of 
Porto Rico, to look out for us, and EI!

‘Life and Song;’ ‘That all of life may be 
but'an instrument of music where the heart 
beats within the reed, now thrilling with 
joy, and now hymning its own anguish.’ ” 

Nobler songs than the life gf Lanier newer 
rose to heaven. It offers ah example, not 
common at the present time, of the struggle 
of a -savereign, self-confident, invincible 
will against the combined power of poverty, 
iliness and death, always in strict submis- 
sion to a higher Power, and relinquishing 
the conflict only at God’s command. » 
Placing Poe and Lanter in striking con- 
trast with each other, both in the begin- 
ning and in the conclugon of her review, 
Mme. Blanc «loses as follows: 

‘‘Doubtless he (Poe) would have reproach- 
ed him with sometimes spoiling his music 
for the sake of conveying a lesson—and we 
should have agreed with him there. He 
would have ridiculed in Lanier the imper- 
turbable poise, the metaphysical didac- 
tic strain—all the qualities most antipa- 
thetic to himself. Nevertheless, in both 
these men poety Was a passion, and not 
am aim, and the poet of ‘Ulalume’ would 
have recognized, in spite of all discrepan- 
cies, a brother in the singer of the ‘Chat- 
tahoochee.’ They devide the admiration of 
Baltimore, Sidney Lanier and Edgar Poe, 
the elect and the accursed; the latter sur- 
passing his rival by all the somber grandeur 
of his madness and his desperate revolt; 
the former leaving us, along with the bene- 
ficent example of that noble life, which 
Was a poem in itself, an impression as of 
a pioneer who dies on the threshold of an 
unknown country. Others will develop that 
of which he obtained but a glimpse, escap- 
ing the perils of discovery, and substituting 
their clory for his, H«may be, as Americics 
did in the case of Columbus.” 

Mme. Blanc’s article is earnestly, com- 
mended to the perusal of all lovers of poe- 
try, particularly to the admirers of Sid- 
ney Lanier—the “‘crystdi-souled” Lanier 
whose fame is steadily growing brighter 
and clearer as the years pass, and men 
comprehend more fully the nobility of the 
man and the serene beauty of his poetry.

word. 

If there is a @emocrat in Texas who 
doesn't stand on the Chicago platform he {s 
@ very lonely article. If there is a better 
silver man in the United States than Joe 
Bayres I don’t know him. To say that in 
preferring Sayres to some other democrat 
indicates a tendeycy io slough off from the 
Chicago platform is such arrant ret as to 
scarcely merit notice. 

No such suggestions have bee: made in 
Texas. No man 
doubted Sayres’s silver position and no 
man in the sfate has suggested that any 
other man in the race was a better silver 
man than he. 

So much for the wrong impression to 
which I referred. Now a further word 
about Governor Sayres. 

Early Congressional Career. 

He has been “Governor” Sayres to the 
people of Texas and of Washington for a 
good many yeurs,: though he a&as never 
heid the chief executive office in his state. 
Texas, unlike Georgia. has a lieut@énant 
governor, and before he came to congress 
Governor Sayres held that office. The tile 
hus etuck to him. 

Here in Washington he is one of the men 
pointed out to visitors, because ever since 
he came he has been ohe of the prominent 
men of congress. He wag first elected in 
1884. He has been nominated by acclama- 
tion seven times since, with no democrat 
ever opposing him fcr the nomination. [If 
nothing more were said that fact would be 
enough to indicate the standing of the 
man at his home. If it were left to his 
democratic associates here he would kecp 
on coming to congress, for if there is one 
man in the house who has the universal 
respect of hi8S partv associates and every- 
body else it is Sayres, of Texas. 

In his first congress he was made a mem- 
ber of the committee on navalgaffairs, and 
the recards snow that he k a very 
prominent and important part in the de- 
velopment of . the new navy then 
~just forming. Secretary Whitney named one 
of the battleships then authorized the 
Texas,,in compliment to Governor Sayers 
and in recognition of his services. His work 
for Texas during the same congress in- 
cluded authorization for a public building 
at San Antonio and the commencement of 
the large military post in the same city. 

The Appropriations Committee. 

Gcevernor Sayres’s most notable work in 
congress—or rather that which has brought 
him to the greatest prominence—has been 
in connection with the committee on appro- 
priations. Of all the house committees this 
js the most important and a membership 
on it enables a member to do greater ser- 
vice for his constituents. In the fiftieth con- 
gress, his second, Governor Sayres was 
appointed a member of this committee. 
As such he had charge of the fortifications 
and ger.eral deficiency bills. Under his 
leadership the splendid gun plant at Water- 
vliet was begun. This is now one of the 
best in the world and since the beginning 
of the present trouble with Spain, the wis- 
dom of its establishment has been many 
times demonstrated. The present system of 
medern seacoast fortifications was also 
begun under hig conduct of the fortifica- 
tions appropriations. 

In this cougress Governor Sayres began 
the fight with Collis P. Huntington igaingt 
the payment of a judgment of the United 
States supreme court amounting to about 
. $4,000,000 in favor of the Southern Pacific 
“ Railioad Company. which has not yet 
ended, but the judgment, owing to Gov- 
ernor Sayres's persistent opposition, is still 
unpaid. 

Work for Texas. 

It was during this congress that he se- 
@mred the appropriation of more than a 
million of dollars for Texas to indemnify 
her for the expenditures she incurred in 
repelling Indian invasions—a claim that 
had been pending for many years. 

The next house was republican. He was 
again one of the democratic membertfs of the 
committee and led the fight against the 
encrmous appropriations made by the re- 
publican majority. It was also in this con- 
gress_that he made his famous speech 
against the evils of the pension system, the 
first apeech that had been made on the stb- 
ject in congress. In the same congress he 
made a strong endeavor to put an amend- 
ment on the tariff bill then pending which 
would, if it had carried, been a °futal 
biow to trusts and combines in the United 
States. 

In the next congress he was pringipally 
instrumental in securing the necessary ap-

| ter general performs the task for the:army 


and the paymaster general for the navy. In 
time of peace the duty involves considera- 
ble labor. In time of war, and especially 
1t the beginning of hostilities, when the 
public are crying for a million men to be 
enlisted, clothed and put at the front in a 
minute, the task assumes the proportions 
of a mountain in a fog. 

Take the quartermaster general, for in- 
Stance. It is his duty to see that the big 
army which the president has called to 
give battle to the Spanish is clothed At the 
very earliest possible moment. His wsual 
sources of Supply are quickly exhausted. 
Others must be found. New clothing must 
be made, The first thing the quarterrnaster 
general does is to ascertain, as nearly as 
possible, the exact number of suits requir- 
ed. the kind of suits, the nlumber of shoes 
and underclothing, also hats. The exact 
kind ig then specified in detail, and manu- 
facturers and jobbers jin that line of busi- 
ness are invited to submit bids for the 
whole or part of the clothing needed. Ac- 
companying every bid is a check to guar- 
antee that the terms of the contract will 
be carried out to the letter. 

These bids are submitted, together with 
samples of the goods required. The bids are 
careflully examined and compared and the 
lowest bidder (the quality of goods being 
Satisfactory) gets the contract. The goods 
contracted for must be ready on time and 
delivered to the government officials and, 
if all right, accépted. Then they are for- 

warded to the storehouse of the army at 
Philadelphia to await orders. 

When a regiment. is recrutied and sworn 
into the United States Service, the captain 
of each company makes out a requisition 
for the number of uniforms needed and 
forwards the requisition to the quarter- 
master of the regiment. The colonel] ap- 
proves of the requisition, and then it is 
fcrwarded to the brigade quartermaster, 
who, if he has not-the clothes required on 
hard, makes a requisition on the corps 
quartermaster. The latter, when uniforms 
are necdcd, makes a requisition on the 
quartermaster general, who draws the sup- 
plies needed from the ‘depot at Phila- 
delphia. 

Upon the delivery of the clothing to the 
regimental quartermaster, the captains of 
the several companies are notified. The 
captains march their men to headquarters 
and thero they receive the clothing aNpor- 
tioned to them, and for which the captain 
gives a receipt to the regimental quarter- 
master, who keeps it for his voucher. The 
same formula for the issuing of clothing 
is followed in the navy. 

The army and navy untforms are made 
in nearly every large city of the union, and 
the cost of those for the privates is <bout 
$5, and of those for men before the mast 
is about $8 per man. The officers’ uniforms 
range in price from $50 to $75. A bullet wi!l, 
however, pierce the cne as quickly as the 
other. The uniforms of the genera! officers 
of the army is a double-breasted blouse of 
dark blue cloth or serge, with four outside 
pockets with flaps, falling collar, with five 
buttons in front of the same kind as those 
worn cn the dress coat.. The skirt of the 
dress coat extends from one-third to one- 
half the distance from the hip joint,to the 
knee. 

Quite as important as the clothes are the 
shoes. For Cuban service the men will 
wear dark brown canvas clothes, but the 


shoes will be ‘the same as worn at home..

were considered feminine and were but 
little worn. Foots were the fashion and 
they were made to fit like a kid glove. The 
volunteers for some months after the war 
began clung to boots, not fancying the un- 
couth shoe. But after a while necessity 
forced men to accept the shoes (pontoons 
they were called by the soldiers), and, af- 
ter being worn for a few days, they were 
voted a luxury next to milk in coffee. The 
service shoe is made by contract, and av- 
erages ‘in cost 75 cents per pair. 

‘Unless Jerry Simpson has reformed he 
could not stay in the army even were he 
to enlist, for every soldier haS ao wear 
socks. The regulation sock is made of wool 
and so coarse. as to give promise that it 
will last through this war. Then there is 
the woolen undershirt. it is a very impor- 
tant part of the soldier’s clothing. He is 
given one of these undershirts, which is 
made of wool. He must wash it himself, 
wring it out, and let it dry on his body if 
he is on the march. This method of ciean- 
liness applies also to the drawers and is 
possibly accountable for a soldier's walk, 
suggesting that his thoughts are busy with 
soincthing else than the much-talked-otf 
romance of war. This wouldn’t happen 
were the soldier to receive two suits of 
underclothes. But economy, and a disin- 
clination to increase the weight the soldier 
has to carry on his back when marching, 
have induced the government to restrict its 
warriors bold, in the ranks, to one suit of 
underclothes apiece. The warrior in the 
ranks may not like it, but it is noticed that 
when. he ccmes home from the war his vo- 
cabulary is the richer. 

The isailor men fare better if the mat- 
ter of clothes than the soldier boys cn 
land. The sailors have qne pair of blue 
and two pairs of white trousers, one white 
and one blue blouse, one suit of oiiskins, 
two suits of white canvas working clothes, 
one blue cap, one white cover for cap, one 
oilskin sou’wester, two pairs of shoes, and 
last, but, in the language of the soldier, 
‘not least by a danged sight,”’ two suits of 
underciothes.

But this government insists that its 
soldiers and sailors must look well, and 
it is a well-known fact that members 
the diplomatic corps have frequently 
clared that the United States army is the 
best dressed body of soldiery on earth. 

It falls also to the lot of the yquarter- 
master general and paymaster general to 
supply the service with flags. This, like- 
wise is a big item of expense. The exact 
amount of{expense, or the probable num- 
ber of flags which will be needed for the 
new army cannot be learned at present,

‘Jima. Peru, June 2, 1898.—The American 
minister and myself spent this morning 
4) the markets of Lima. We met at the 
market house at 7 o’clock in the morning 
and ate our diceuno at a little restaurant 
just off the main aisle. Diceuno is what 
the Peruvians call their first meal. It is 
taken on rising and consists of two little 
pieces of toast and a cup of coffee or tea. 
The real breakfast is not taken until ll 
or 12 o'clock, and dinner does not come unh- 
uf 6 or 7 o'clock in the evening. 
ister and myself are afflicted with 
American appetites and we pieced out the 
meal with two bunches of White grapes, 
each of which was as big as your head, 
the grapes themseives being large 
damson plums. Our meal was a most dem- 
ocratic one. The table was large, and we 
had hardly taken our seats before an In- 
dian woman with a broad-brimmed Pan- 
ama hat coming well’ down over her bronz- 
ed features sat down opposite us and or- 
dered an ice cream, which was served in a 
champagne giass. Then a pock-marked 
Peruvian of the lower ciass took a seat at 
the table for his chocolate, and just as we 
were about to leave a fat old negro Wwear- 

manta or shaw! which covered 
fhe Whole of the upper part of her body, 
and all of her head excepting ‘her face, slid 
down, into a chair beside me. While we 
were eating We were beseiged by peddlers 
of various kinds, from women who offered 
us lottery tickets to men who had for sale 
waxen images of the Virgin Mary dressed 
in the latest modern styles. All about us

as as 


,were the queer characters which make up 


the lower classes of the Peruvian capital. 
There were cooks by the hundreds buying 
their marketing for the day. Some were 
Chinese, some negroes and many were Pe- 
ruvians with the yellow skins whtch show 
that they are a product of the native In- 
dians and the Spanish. There were scores 
of women dressed all in black, with only 
their faces showing out of their black 
Shawls. There were many market women 
in calico dresses wearing straw hats. and 
not a few queer people from the moun- 
tains Who looked about with eyes of wonder 
at their first sight of the great city. The 
crowd numbered thousands, and it was the 
busiest crowd I haye seen in Pert. 


A Land of Fat Things. 
Peru is a land of fat things. There are 
really so many wonderful , 


B. products here 
that I hesitate to describe them for fear 
I may not be ; 


believed. What wou TOL 
think of string beans as long as Mt eng 
hung upon Saar re oe in bunches and 
i Dies. © Saw potatoes as vel- 
low as gold. These are the papas amaril- 
jas of Peru, which are a bright yellow 
when cooked. We saw sweet potatoes of 
many kinds, some of which were 
oem = Ghacaahang Then there were 
at : yucca, a tuber which grows 
about two feet long, and which is as big 
around as a baseball club. It is not unlike 
the potato, but the flesh is more transpar- 
ent, waxy and jelly-like. This is one of 
the chief foods.of Peru. We saw roasting 
ears at nearly every vegetable s and, and 
in the grain markets handled varieties of 
corn which I have never seen at home. 
~-nmac of aera was as black as ink and 
e@nother kind was of a light vellow rj 
@rains almost as big as a Lima ig 
two varieties are so meally that you can 
make flour of them by pounding them 
with a stone. They come from the moun- 
tain farms, and to a great extent form the 
food of that part of Peru. We saw squashes 
and melons of .all kinds. Many of the 
vegetables I coujd not understand, and the 
fruits embraced those which are grown in 
the tropics, as well as apples, peaches and 
pears. The apples~were not good, however, 
and most of the peaches we saw were of 
the clingstone kind. The best fruits are 
the grapes, the ciremoya, which is as big 
as a navel orange and which tastes a lit- 
tie like ice cream; the palta, which is eaten 
as a salad or an appetizer, with vinegar, 
salt and pepper,.and which has a fresh 
not unlike that of stiff butter; the blue and 
white figs, which grow in all the coast 
valleys, and bananas of many Kinds and 
different varieties of oranges, limes and 
lemogs. Then they have here guavas, pome- 
ranates; tunas, the fruit of the cactus, 


“and olives, which are pickled in such a 


way that when they come to the table 
they are black and soft rather than green 
and e«alid, like the olives we eat. 

Some Queer Peruvian Dishes. 

On the whole the living here is very good. 
Yeu will not find in Washington or New 
York a better meat and fish market than 
that of Lima. The meats are largely sold 
by women, and theJwomen seem to have 
monopolized the milk, meat and veget:uble 
trade of this city.

They are raised 
nnd fattened for cating all about here and 
nearly every farmer keeps a guinea pig 
ten.

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number of times smacked my Itps over 
what I thought was the most delicious 
boiled fish I had ever eaten to find that it 
was fish a la serviche, that is raw fish and 
lemon. The fish of this coast are delicious. 
They are of nearly every kind from the 
sole of the corbina,; which is a very large 
and sweet fleshed-fish not unlike the blue 
fish of the Atlantic, though of a more de- 
licious flavor. I tried the Peruvian oysters 
at the National Club today. They were 
brought in parboiled’ on the half shell. I 
did not like them. 
Potatoes and Pepper. 

There is no place that I have yet visited 
which has so much pepper and potatoes 
upon its tables as I find here. It is said 
that the Peruvians eat more pepper than 
Salt. They serve is with nearly every dish, 
and you always find a litde dish of aji 
(pronounced ah-he) a sort of red pepper 
paste beside your plate ready for use as 
you may fancy. Papas con aji is a favorite 
dish made of potatoe@ and pepper with a 
sauce of tomatoes and eggs. It is as hot as 
fire, but not bad to eat. Papas riena is 
made of potatoes mashed and then m'xed 
with olives, onions, and raisins and 
then fried. Papas con arrog is potatoes 
cooked with rice, and there are several 
other queer combinations of potatoes and 
other things. One of the chief dishes found 
on every Peruvian table is a soup called 
sanchochow. This is made by cooking to- 
gether nearly every kind of vegetable and 
a goodly portion of meat. The soup is 
drained off and served clear and the vege- 
tables and the meat brought in on a sepa- 
rate plate to be eaten after theissoup. This 
dish forms the chief meal of many of the 
poorer classes. The rich live here as well 
as in any city of the world. Meals are 
usually served in courses, one dish being 
brought on the table at a time and the 
plates changed with every course. 

The Paradise of the Housekeeper. 

Peru is, it seems to me, the parad'se of 
the housekeeper. There are few places 
where it is easier to manage a house than 
here, There are no long stairs to climb. In 
many cases the Whole house is on one floor 
and I have wisited Lima families who had 
houses contashing twenty large rooms, all 
on the first floor. The cooks do all the 
marketing of Lima. A lady seldom goes 
out @f the house except to shop or visit. 
The way the marketing is managed fs to 
allow the cook sO much a day, according 
to your pocket and style of living—say $2 
a day or more—and for this he is expected 
to supply the meals and see that the table 
is completely furnished with food. In other 
words, you board with your cook. If you 
have a good cook you will be better and 
more cheaply served than if you tried to 
mamage ft all yourself, and at the same 
time save all the wear and tear. Many of 
the cooks.are Chinese. Al] expect to make 
a profit off of the marketing in addition to 
their wages. Servants are cheap here. I 
give the usual prices in our money, having 
reduced them from the silver: paid here. 
Cooks get about $6 a month, housemaids 
$5. chief butlérs $10 and the second butlers 
about $>. These are the prices paid by 
foreigners. The mative Peruvian families 
pay less, and in the country districts there 
are many house servants who do not get 
mueh more than their board and clothes, 
Seamstresses who come to the house to sew 
receive from 30 to 40 cents a day, and wash- 
erwomen 25 cents for washing and about 
50 conts for ironing per day. 

Did Not Understand Champagne. 

The chief servant of the house is the first 
butler or chief major-domo, as he is called. 
He has general supervision, keeps things 
in order and waits upon(\the table. Some- 
times he is good and sometimes not. I 
heard last night of a major-domo who crfe- 
ated something of a sensation,at a dinner 
given to W. R. Grace and James Gordon 
Bennett some years ago. Messrs. Bennett 
and Grace were visiting Lima aind Mr. Lyre, 
the head of the house of Grace here, gave 
them the dinner. He had, however, a new 
butler who*was not used to foreign ways 
and who, when he came to open the cham- 
pagne, was astonished to see the cork fly 
out with-a crack like a pistol. He had 
never handled such an article before and 
he was so scared that he threw the bottle 
out of the window and then dropped down 
upon the floor and howled. I do not know 
how Mr. Eyre was able to allay his fears 
so that he could proceed with serving the 
dinner, but [I am told that the man came 
to his master after breakfast the mext 
morning and begged to be allowed to leave. 
Said he: ‘I like you and the senora very 
much, but I cannot remain in a house 
where they drink such explosive mate- 
riais.”” The Peruvians, however, drink 
about as strong liquors as any people. The 
places where beer is sold in the country 
towns are marked by red flags, and. in some 
villages nearly eVery other house is a sa- 
loon. The “‘smile’’ Peruvian is quite as 
common as the’ “smile” “American, and 
drunkenness is the great vice of the poor. 

Our Peruvian Diplomats. 

But let me tell you how our American 
minister lives at the Peruviin capital. His 
house, which is on2 of the best in the city, 
faces a beautiful garden filled with palm 
trees and a rich growth of tropical plants. 
Three are winding walks where you can 
stroll abdDUt under the trees among flowers 
more gorgeous than any we have at home. 
The house, like all of the houses of Lima, 
is built of mud, but it looks as though it 
were made of pressed brick, and it would 
be considered a mansion in any American 
city. .Its rooms are large and the ceilings 
are about fifteen feet high. There is a 
swimming bath in it, and the minister can 
play the merma:d, or, rather, the merman, 
as one of his diplomatic diversions. I find 
our minister very popular here. He is. you 
know, from San Diego, Cal. He is an 
Qhioan by birth, having been born in Ben 
Weade’s town of Jefferson, on the western 
reserve, about thirty-seven years ago. He 
is a college-bred man, a lawyer by pro- 
fession and a diplomat by instinct and in- 
tuition. He has some Knowledge of Span- 
ish, and his popularity here is added to by 
that of his wife, who speaks the language 
fluently and has thereby made many friends 
arnong the native Peruvians. 

Just next to the legation is the home of 
the secretary af the legation, Mr. Richard 
R. Neal, of Philadelphia, a former officer 
of the United States navy, who have been 
here as secretary for years and who thor- 
oughly. understands the ways Peruvian. 
Then there is a young Ohtoan, Mr. Harlan, 
the attache of the legation, and over at 
Callao, within a half hour’s ride, is the 
America® consul, Colonef W. R. Dickey, a 
Maine man, who hails from New Orleans 
and wha has come out here on his wedding 
tour to upheld American interests in Peru.

happened to remark that the spring chick- 
ens which we were eating were very fine. 
“They ought to be fine,’ replied the cuio- 
nel, “for I raised them myself on my farm 
here.”’ After the lunch was over, the 
colonel took me out to show me his farm. 
It was the roof of his house. We went up- 
stairs and there found two large coops 
filled with chickens, turkeys and pigeons. 
On other roofs all about us were other 
coops, and the cackling of the hens all 
around showed that a large part off the 
eggs eaten in Callao must be laid on the 
roofs. : 

“Where Life Is Easy. 

Speaking of the Cost of living in Lima, I 
pay $5, silver, a day for my room and board 
at the hotel. This is only about $2.50 of eur 
money. Part of the time I have paid $2.20, 
silver, a day for my room and coffee and 
toast in the morning, taking my otner 
meals at the clubs, There are geveral good 
clubs here, the chief of which are the Na- 
tional, the Union and the Phoenix. AAI 
have good libraries, the latest papers from 
all parts of the world, billiards and card 
rooms and comfortab‘e parlors. The meals 
cost $1, silver, ar about 50 cents of our 
money, and for this sum you can get a bet- 
ter dinner here than you get at any Amer- 
ican club for from five to ten times the 
amount, 

The people here take more time to the'r 
meals than we do. They take life’ more 
easily. Almost all of the stores close aft 
noon for one hour to allow the proprietors 
and their clerks to go home to breakfast, as 
they call it. You will seldom tind a busi- 
ness man in his office between 11 and 1 
o'clock, and everything begins to shut up 
for the night at 5 o’clock in the evening. 
At 7 o'clock the whole of business Lima is 
shut up as tight as the head of a drum, 
The stores, as I have said, have no Win- 
dows. They are more like caves in the 
walls than stores, for their front doors 
extend the full width of the gtore. These 
doors are taken away during business 
hours, ond at such times Lima looks like 
a great hazaar. The stores are filled with 
fine goods, which are piled up in attrac- 
tive shapes on the counters and on the 
floors, so that walking along the Merca- 
dores or on the streets facing the PIwmza 
des Armes is like going through an inter- 
esting museum. At nights, however, when 
the fronts of the stores have been closed, 
the streets are lined with blank walls. 
There are no display windows, and every- 
thing seems hermeticalty sealed, Only here 
and there you see a cigar shop. a. store 
selling cooked eatables or a drtg store 
which is open. As it grows dark the bird- 
eage-like balconies above the stores shut 
up, and the city in some of its parts seems 
almost a city of the dead. It is far from 
dead, however. There is lots of fun going 
behing the close@ windews, and the peo- 
ple sit’ up late and. delight in social em 
joyrment. 

Will the Americans Get It? 

Some of the best things now offered here 
in a business way are of the electrical or- 
der. Lima is ia city of 190,000 people, and 
it has a tramway upon which the cars are 
drawn by horses. The line of tracks reaches 
all parts of the city, and the cars, although 
they are irregularly run and poorly man- 
aged, are almost always full. I am told 
that ,the roads are now paying, although I 
could see that the conductors are cheating 
the company right along, and that they 
do nothing to increase their custom. if 
this system could be replaced by an electric 
line it would probably pay well, and mignt 
be as big a bonanza as the Mexico City 
street railways, which sold for $7,009,000. 
At present there are two or three .Ameri- 
can parties who are figuring on the propo- 
sition of buying the horse car lines and €x- 
tending the system from here to Callao 
and. Chorillos, the seaside resort of Lima. 
Callao has about 25,000 people, and it is the 
port for Lima. Thereis a flat road betwee 
the two cities and a line connecting them 
could be cheaply built. The power for such 
roads during the most of the year could be 
got from the River Rimac, which flows 
through Lima, and which has, I am told, a 
fall of thirty feet between that city and 
these. Among the parties who are investi- 
gating the matter is the South American 
Power and Traction Company. This com- 
pany has been formed. I am told. to build 
the road, and its agent, Mr. Robert S. 
Forbes, is now in the north making the ar- 
rangements to build. I understand that tne 
president of Peru has given them a cértain 
time to complete the!r arrangements. The 
parties interested are said to be Mr. John 
Searles, of New York, the General Electric

‘Company of America and an electric com- 
pany of Berlin. The German company has 
sent an engineer out here. to investigate 
the situation. The price asked for the 
tramway line, which belongs to two men, 
is 65,000 pounds sterling. It could probably 
be bought for considerably less, and is 
Valuable only on account of its franchise 
covering the streets of Lima and lasting 
for a number of years. Another person 
who has been here looking up the street 
railway proposition is Mr. I. K. Pierson, 
pkesident of the Painesville and Cleveland 
Street Railway Company. He says the re- 
ceipts of the. present tramway line could be 
increased $100 a day by good management, 
and that a large amount could be saved by 
putting in registers to prevent the conduc- 
tors from cheating. In connection with the 
first company an electric light contract has 
been offered by the government of $90,000, 
Silver, for a certain number of additional 
electric, lights, and a good electric }'ghting 
busines it is thought, can be added to 
that of the car lines. At present Jima is 
lighted by gas and electficity, and it is one 
of the best lighted of the South American 
cities. The gas lamps are upheld by o!d- 
fashioned iron brackets, which extend out 
from the walls of the houses, and there is 
a lamp about every hundred feet. 
costs here about $3 gold, a thousand eet. 
The city has also about twenty-five are 
lights and a number of incandescent 
lights of the Thompson-Houston kind. 

Other cities in Peru where electricity 
might be introduced are Arequipa, in .the 
interior of the southern part of the country, 
and in the old city of Cuzco, where the 
Incas had their capital, Arequipa is: one 
of the good bus‘negs cities of Peru. It com- 
tains 35,000° people, but is stil] lighted. by 
@as and its street cars are drawn by horses. 
Cuzco has 30,000 people and relies upon 
gas lamps. The city of Lima pays $115,000 
a year for light. I am toid that the govern- 
ment here protects foreign investors. and 
that even in times of revolution foreign 
property is comparatively safe. Al] foreign 
factories and plantations have signs up 
over the doors of their houses stating that 
the property is English, French or Ger- 
man, as the case may be. 

A Visit to the Lima Penitentiary. 

I -will close this letter with a note on the 
Lima penitentiary. I visited it yesterday 
and found it had been modeled after the 
penitentiary in Philadelphia. Over the door 
to each workshop were the words, ‘‘Silen- 
cio. Obedieficia, Trabaijo.”” meaning silence 
Obedience and work. There wergeg300 pris- 
omers, a few in for murder, but most of 
them for stealing and minor offenses. : 
far as I could see, the prison is;clean and 
well kept, but I judge some of the punish- 

entS are very severe, for the director 
to-d me how he had recently had to nut a 
man under the water spout, allowing a 
stream of the thickness of your finger to 
fall for some time on a certain spot on 
the man’s head. This was, I think, one of 
the punishments of the inquisition. It 1s 
done only with watch in hamd, as if con- 
tinued long enough it causes insanitv or 
death.

BOILING WATER WITHOUT FIRE 


It is possible to make a pa!l of water 
boil without putting it on the fire and with. 
out applying external heat to it in any 
way. In fact, you can make a pail of wa- 
ter boil by simply stirring it with a wooden 
paddle. The feat was. recetitly performed 
in the physical laboratory of Johns Hop- 
kins university in Balt'more, M4@., and any 
one may do it with a little trouble and 
perseverence. All you have to do is to 
place your water in a pail—it may be ic» 
water if necessary, and stir it with a wood- 
en paddle. If you keep at it long enough 
it will certainly boil. Five hours of con- 
stant and rapid st!rring are sufficient to 
perform the feat successfully. The water 
will after a time grow warm and then it 
will grow hot—so hot, in fact, that you 
cannot hold your hand in it, and finally it 
will boil. Professor Ames, of Johns Hop- 
kins, annually ilustrates some of the phe- 
nomena of heat by having one of his stu- 
dents perform the trick in front of his 
class. It is a tiresome job, but it is 
perfectly feasible. 

The point which Professor Ames wishes 
to illustrate is what is known as the me- 
chanical equivalent of heat. It requires 
just so many foot pounds of work to de- 
velop a given quantity of heat. By turning 
the paddle in the water at a regular speed 
it is possible to find out just how muct 
work is required to raise the temperature 
of the water one degree. The best meag- 
urement so far made, and in fact, the one 
which is accepted as the standard of the 
world, is that which was measured in Johns 
Hopkins college. 

Heat is developed in almost any sub- 
stance which is: subjected to continuous 
or very violent action. It is an old trics 
for a blacksmith to forge with fire. Long 
continued and violent hammering on two 
pieces of wire will heat them to such an 
extent that they can be welded together, 
A lead bullet if shot directly at a stone 
wall will develop heat enough by the con- 


tact to melt and fall to the ground a mol- . 


ten mass. There are many other occasions 
where this mechanical developmenc of heag 
becomes manifest.

There are only a few wl.ich 
are world-known, the Orloff of Russia and 
grand duke of Tuscany, in the Austrian cole 
lection, being especially noted. There are 


only nine diamonds known whose weight 
exceeds 200 carats, about twenty vweigh 
more than 100 carats, The celebrated Bra-
